Sume have vraniied the French Prote- 
ſtaats with ſuch a meaa Seaſe cf Liberty, 
that they a:- nar4ly capable Sy*j-Qs of it, 
and ] cuaick, they have in ſome Caſes gi- 
veil cod juſt Cavis tor Ref. ions on that 
Head ; but this I will venture co lay, that 
whegever the Door of Lilc:iy is 0p2u'd to 
them, by a Pewer able to keep it open, 
there are ſuch 2dvantageous teaching Arti- 
cles in it, tbat there's no doubt they will 
be inftrifted by cheir own Bunefic to lay 
hold upon i:, and to defend it tco, if there 
be occalion ; and jf they will not, their Po- 
ſerity will. | 

Nor can the Charge be unjverſal ; Wit- 
neſs the Blood of the many thonſand French 
Proteſtants, who in the Engliſh, Dutch and 
Pruſſian Armies, not to meation the V2udois 
and the brave Camiſars, have dy'd_in the 
Attempt of pulling dowa their perſecuting 
Monarch ;z ind Witneſ(s ftill my Lord Gal- 
wy, Marquis de Mirmoint, 2nd all the Men 
of Quality and War, who ace nox in Arms 
againſt him, 

I cannot but own the reftoring the Prvte- 
ftant Churches of France to be one of the 
moſt giorious Iflues of this War, moft Glo- 
rious to the Ergliſh Nitign, moſt Glorious 
to an Engliſh Queen; then Her M>jefty's

Fi-ld ; there's nv doubt, but they'll do 
their Part tc recover their Liberty, and 
remove ::> Scandal too juitly thrown upon 
them, ot b-ing naturaliz'd to Bondage, and 
unquallity'? for Deliverance. 

| ſhall enter no farther on the bleſſed 
Conſequences of Peace obtain'd by Vitoryz 
without doubt they muſt excel Peace ob- 
tain'd by Treaty : But I leave it, (is tao 
pablick to be diſputed, the Advantages are 
fo obvious, it would be loſing Time to 
talk of it, you may make your own Condi- 
tions, aid fix Liberty on a laſting Founda- 
tion.

The Conqueſts of thi- Confederacy in 
Europe over France will ve moſt fatal to 
theſe things, and alas fc» £1:en, rheir Church 
is in great Danger What terms can 
be made for them, cow they can be in- 
cluded in the Peace, that ſhzit be made, l 
know not; the Hung ias won't fide with 
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them, the French Proteſtants cannot leagr* 
with them, England bas diſowa'd them, 
the King of Sweden cannot own them ; 
nay, as very Pope bimſelf has ſer the 
whole Catholick Charch again them, Spain 
and- Portugal have (et their Foot upon the 
Neck of their Dogirine; I know no Shelter 
for them, but under the. Enligns of the 
Half-Moon, and I doubt, they will be for- 
ced to take Shelter under the Wings of 
Mebomes ———{\ wiſh them a good 
Voyage, and in the Days of their Exile 
would adviſe them to confider, whether 
their DuQr:ae be not really in its Cooſtitu- 


tion, ſo contrary to the Chriftian Religion, 


that 'tis impotſble they ſhould both thrive 
in the ſame Climate. | 

When this unhappy Separation is made, 
we muſt have Glorious Times, and ſo 1 
come to my Text——[If you do nut hin» 
der it your ſelves, Gentlemen, we muſt 
have goed Times; and of this I ſhall talk 
farther, as Occaſion preſcats.
